Mr.  McKennan  moved  the  organization  of  the  College  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  John  Andrew  Shulze,  of  Lycoming  county,  as  Presi¬ 
dent. 


The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Ross. 


'The  question  was  then  put  by  Mr.  McKennan,  and  determined  in 
the  affirmative. 

John  Andrew  Shulze,  of  Lycoming  Co.,  was  then  declared  elect¬ 
ed  by  an  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  Shulze  wras  conducted  to  the  chair  by  Mr.  Ritner  and  Mr 
Middles  warth. 

Amotion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  McKennan,  and  seconded  by  Mr- 
Dick,  that  Alex.  Ramsey  of  Harrisburg,  be  appointed  Secretary  of 
the  Electoral  College. 

Which  was  agreed  to, 

And  Mr,  Ramsey  was  declared  to  hare  been  unanimously  elected 

Secretary.

This  is  to  inform  you,  that  I  am  now  laboring  under  an  attack  of 
inflammation  of  the  lungs,  which,  in  addition  to  a  chronic  pulmonary 
complaint,  precludes  the  possibility  of  my  attendance  at  Harrisburg 
next  Wednesday,  to  perform  the  duties  of  an  Elector  of  President  and 
'V  ice  President  of  the  United  States.  You  will  therefore  be  pleased 
to  communicate  the  circumstance  to  the  other  Electors,  and  proceed 
to  choose  some  suitable  person  in  my  place. 

I  regret  extremely  my  inability  to  attend  on  the  occasion,  and  would 
have  risked  traveling  even  in  the  present  unfavorable  state  of  the 
weather  here,  but  for  a  very  recent  renewal  of  my  complaint,  by 
which  I  am  entirely  confined  to  my  room.

All  the  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  President,  mentioned  in 
your  Proclamation  of  16th  November,  1840,  except  Bernard  Con- 
nelly,  jr.,  assembled  at  the  Borough  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  County  of 
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Dauphin,  Pa.,  December  2d,  1840,  at  12  o’clock  M.,  and  said  Ber¬ 
nard  Connelly  having  failed  to  attend  at  Harrisburg  aforesaid,  the  said 
Electors  chose,  viva  voce ,  Thomas  H.  Burrowes  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  absence  of  said  Bernard  Connelly,  jr.

The  College  proceeded  to  ballot  for  President  of  the  United  States, 
Mr.  Zeilin  and  Mr.  Middieswarth  being  appointed  tellers.

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The  votes  of  all  the  Electors  being  taken,  the  votes  for  President 
were  opened  and  severally  read  by  the  President  of  the  College,  and 
the  votes  and  tally  lists  corresponding,  it  appeared  that  William  Hen¬ 
ry  Harrison  of  Ohio,  had  thirty  votes. 

The  President  of  the  College  then  declared  that  WILLIAM  HEN¬ 
RY  HARRISON  had  thirty  votes  for  President  of  the  United  States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Markle  and  Mr.  Stinson, 

The  College  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  tellers  as  before. 

The  votes  of  all  the  Electors  being  taken,  the  votes  for  Vice  Pres¬ 
ident  were  opened  and  severally  read  by  the  President  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  and  the  votes  and  tally  papers  corresponding,  it  appeared  that 
John  Tyler  of  Virginia,  had  thirty  votes. 

Whereupon,  the  President  of  the  College'declared  that  JOHN  TY¬ 
LER  had  thirty  votes  for  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McKennan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mcllvaine  of 
Chester, 

The  Electors  severally  signed  the  triplicate  certificates  of  the  Elec¬ 
tion  for  President,  agreeably  to  the  following  form  : 

“  We,  the  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  being  duly  elected  and  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  for  that  purpose,  by  the  people  thereof,  having  met  at 
the  State  House  in  the  Borough  of  Harrisburg,  the  Seat  of  Govern¬ 
ment  of  said  State,  this  second  day  of  December  (being  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  thereof)  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty  ;  and  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  proceeded  by  ballot  to  vote  for  a  President  of  the  United  States:

On  motion,  the  Electors  then  severally  signed  the  triplicate  certifi¬ 
cates  of  the  election  for  Vice  President  agreeably  to  the  following 
form  : 

“  We,  the  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  being  duly  elected  and  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  for  that  purpose,  by  the  people  -thereof,  having  met  at 
the  State  House  in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  the  Seat  of  Govern- 
ment'of  said  State,  this  second  day  of  December  (being  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  thereof)  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty,  and  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  consti¬ 
tution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania*, 
proceeded  by  ballot  to  vote  for  a  Vice  President  of  the  United  States;

On  motion  of  Mr.  Black  and  Mr.  Reed, 

Messrs.  Black,  Mcllvain  of  York,  and  Reed,  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  examine  the  signatures  to  the  certificates  and  the  envcl-

opes,  and  see  that  all  the  Electors  have  severally  signed  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dick  and  Mr.  Addams, 

The  following  resolution  was  read  and  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  cause  the  lists  and 
certificates  of  the  election  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States  to  be  enclosed  with  the  proper  envelopes,  and  each 
package  to  be  sealed  and  directed  as  required  by  law. 

And  Messrs.  Dick,  Addams  and  Hendrie  were  appointed  said  com¬ 
mittee. 

On  Motion  of  Mr.  McKennan, 

Mr.  Ritner  was  appointed  to  convey  the  vote  of  the  College  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate  at  Washington  City. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Middleswarth, 

Mr.  Hendrie  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  one  of  the  packages 
of  votes  and  certificates  and  deliver  the  same  to  Joseph  Hopkinson, 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  District  of 
Pennsylvania. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Middleswarth, 

Ordered,  that  when  this  College  adjourns  it  will  adjourn  to  meet 
again  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o’clock. 

When,  on  motion  of  Mr,  Ross,  the  College  adjourned. 


Thursday,  December  3,  1840. 

The  College  met. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read. 

The  following  form  for  the  envelopes  of  the  certificates  of  votes,  as 
directed  by  law,  was  read  and  adopted,  viz  :

for  distribution ; — ten  dollars  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate 
and  his  assistants,  and  the  ballance  to  the  Secretary  of  the  College. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hendrie  and  Mr.  Cope, 

Mr.  John  Harper  was  unanimously  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
package  to  be  delivered  to  the  Post-Master  at  the  Seat  of  Govern¬ 
ment. 


Mr.  Black,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  signatures 
of  the  members  of  the  Electoral  College  to  the  certificates  and  en¬ 
velopes,  reported : 

That  after  carefully  examining  and  comparing  with  the  names  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Governor’s  certificate,  they  found  that  all  the  members 
of  the  College  had  signed. 

Mr.  Dick,  from  the  committee  on  that  subject,  reported: 

That  the  triplicate  packages  were  duly  sealed,  and  delivered  to  the 
President  of  the  College.

Whereupon  the  President  rose  and  said. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Electoral  College  : 

Allow  me  to  detain  you,  but  for  a  few  moments,  before  our  final  adjournment, 
while  I  express  my  satisfactioL  at  the  successful  close  of  the  duties  assigned  to  us. 
The  cause  of  our  assemblage  here,  is  indeed  calculated  to  warm  the  heart  of  every 
patriot — it  is  the  cause  of  the  people — the  consummation  of  a  triumph  over  error, 
and  achieved  by  those,  who  well  know  how  to  appreciate  every  success  obtained 
in  a  struggle  for  liberty.  True  it  is,  that  at  times,  we  slumber — the  people  are  in¬ 
dulgent,  and  submit  to  evident  wrongs,  in  expectation  of  a  change,  which  may 
eventuate  in  the  happiness  of  our  common  country.  But  when  protracted  suffer¬ 
ings  are  endured  without  executive  relief,  the  people  step  forward  in  their  sove¬ 
reignty,  and  call  for  Reform.  This  has  recently  been  exemplified  in  a  manner, 
not  to  be  mistaken  ;  and  every  patriot  must  rejoice  in  the  success  of  a  cause,  so 
glorious  to  our  country,  so  fraught  with  national  blessings. 

Far  be  it  from  us,  to  denounce  those  who  honestly  differ  from  us  in  opinion — 
many  worthy  individuals  entertain  sentiments  on  political  policy,  inconsistent  with 
our  views.  But  we  feel  assured,  that  before  long,  those  who  opposed  our  efforts, 
now  so  happily  consummated  by  the  action  of  this  body,  will  find  a  cheering 
compense  for  all  their  disappointments,  in  the  return  of  our  country  to  that  happy 
policy,  which  distinguished  the  administrations  ef  Thomas  Jefferson  and  his  im¬ 
mediate  successor. 

I  shall  only  add,  my  cordial  and  sincere  expression  of  thanks  for  the  indulgence 
and  respect,  uniformly  extended  to  me,  while  presiding  over  your  importaht  delib¬ 
erations,  and  for  your  assistance  to  one  unaccustomed  to  situations  of  similar  re¬ 
sponsibility,  and  unfamiliar  with  their  rules.  Permit  me  to  wish  each  of  you,  in 
dividually,  a  safe  and  happy  return  to  the  cherished  bosom  of  his  family.  May 
success  ever  attend  our  exertions  in  the  glorious  cause  of  political  reform,  and  all 
he  actuated  by  such  high  and  patriotic  views,  that  our  country  at  large  shall  feel 
their  benignant  influences,  and  our  children  and  our  children’s  children  reap  the 
blessed  results.
